For several 
weeks a commission of eminent jurists have 
been conferring at The Hague over the 
creation of a judicial tribunal that shal: be 
acceptable alike to the great powers and to 
the smalier states. The problem propcsed 
is not easy of solution; but dispatches f-om 
The Hague carry the assurance that an 
agreement has been reached on the contro- 
versial questions, that the substance has 


been agreed upon and only details of form 


remain to be adjudicated. 

Americans will be inclined to look upon 
the International Supreme Court with a 
feeling of greater confidence because Elihu 
Root has been one of its leading advocates 
and will doubtless be one of its justices as 
soon as this country shall accept men ber- 
ship in the League of Nations. The people 
of this country have faith alfke in the abil- 
ity, the disinterestedness and the patriotism 
of Mr. Root. They know that he would not 
advocate our taking part in any interna- 
tional alliance which would surrender one 
jot of the independence in which is ground- 
ed America’s influence and greatness.

nor a chariatan;: and the formation of the 


International Court of Justice will remove 
the fears of many who have been conscien- 


tious objectors to the League of Nations 


idea. 

The idea of an international court, Ifke 
that! of a League of Nations, dates back 
through the centuries. It has been a plant 
of slow growth, but, like all great truths, it 
has been indestructible. During the early 
sessions of The Hague Tribunal the idea 
was discussed and pondered over, but inter- 
national jealousies and conflicting inter- 
ests could not be composed. The little na- 
tions feared that the court would be con- 
trolled by the great powers and that they 
would be reduced to the level of dependen- 
cles; while the great powers feared that 
their activities would be hampered by the 
little nations, that they would be trussed 
like Gulliver by the’Lilliputians. Under the 
tentative plan agreed upon at The Hague 
the justices of the international court would 
be appointed through a concurrent resolu- 
tion of the Assembly of the Supreme Coun- 
cll of the League of Nations. 

Taking the existing League as a founda- 
tfon, the jurists in conference have been 
able to erect a satisfactory structure for 
the international court. Certain amend- 
ments to the covenant of the League will 
be necessary for the establishment of the 
jurisdiction of the court; but, as The Times 
has frequently pointed out, the covenant is 
not a decalogue, but is subject to human 
amendment. 

When the Constitution of the United 
States was drafted Franklin said its saving 
grace was the frovision made for future 
amendment. This logic applies equally to 
the covenant of the League of Nations. 
That which was adopted at the Paris Con- 
ference was but the beginning, a rough 
draft. As the years pass amendments are 
certain to be made to keep the League 
fully abreast of human progress. Our coun-

Los Angeles’ claim for recognition in 
the appointing of a member of the Shipping 
Board is based on solid grounds in view of 
the tremendous strides this city has nade 
the program 
of further expansion now under way. It 16 
tc be hoped that the desire of many sup- 
porters all along the Pacifid Coast of Marius 
de Brabant, vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Los Angeles Pacific Navigation 
Company, that he be appointed as one of 
the Pacific Coast members of the board, 
will be realized. 

The newly-enacted Merchant Marine Act 
of 1920, known as the Jones bill, empowers 
the President of the United States to ap- 
point seven commissioners to create a ship- 
ping board that will direct the activities of 
America's foreign trade and merchant ma- 
rine. The bill is designed to aid and en- 
courage the efforts now being made to build 
up a great business and take full advantage 
of the revival of shipping that resulted from 
war conditions. | : 

The commission, under the law, wil! con- 
sist of two members from the Pacific Coast, 
two from the Atlantic Coast, one from the 
Gulf region, one from the Great Lakes and 
one at large. One member wil: undoubtedly 
be appointed from the North Pacifiz Coast 
and another from California. Mr. De Pra- 
bant possesses in large measure the quall- 
fications to fit him for the position. Ne has 
the support of the Southland. including 
tributary territory. Arizona and Utah have 
given him their indorrement. Many com- 
mercial and shipping interests in this and 
other cities of the Coast strongly favor his 
appointment. 

Business men of Los Angeles believe that 
the efforts“and achievements of this city 
in building up marine trade, coastwise and 
transoceanic, are entitled to recognition and 
a ditting opportunity is presented in the 
appointment of a shipping commissioner. 

Mr. De Brabant, if appointed, would serve 
the Coast along lines of coastal develop- 
ment as a whole, and opposition to his ap- 
pointment in certain San Francisco quar- 
ters is not warranted.

There is a shortage of gasoline and 
we immediately hear of some mush- 
head introducing resolutions in the 
Council demanding action, while 
others appeal to Washington to stop 
exports and do other funny things 
to the oil companies. This shortage 
is not local, but extends all over the 
world, 

The war stopped European pro- 
duction: the Mexicans raised Hob 
with the oil producers of that coun- 
try; and the Unit States, through 
the silly attempt to conserve our 
own oil for future generations and 
for a possible use in the Navy, drove 
nearly all the wild catters out of 
in this country. Without 
wild catters there are no new oil 
fields possible, and the leasing law 
now in force will not correct the 


situation. 

It is only the most reckless 
speculator, regardless of commercial 
honor, who would sell stock in a 


company not owning any ground, 


iness 


. but depending on a forfeitable lease 


for possessory title. A failure to 
comply with the terms of the lease 
would leave his stockholders with a 
total loss, and in the case of a wild 
cat, he would not receive the great 
profit possible by the development of 
owned adjacent property. 

Were it not for the fact that ofl 
was discovered on Indian-owned 
land in Oklahoma, lands owned in 
fee simple in Kansas and Louisiana, 
or on Texas land where the govern- 


ment has nothing to do with title, 


the shortage in the United States 
would cause prohibitive prices todays 
An ofl lease on proved territory 
might possibly be an honest venture, 
but a wild cat on new ground, de- 
pending on a lease, should be classed 
as a swindle. 


The reformers who caused the 
withdrawal! of millions of acres of oil 
land, and passed laws which were 
followed up by government officers 
ao viciously that it was almost a 
penitentiary offense to try to sink 
new wells, have brought about this 
natural result.

The Origin of “Dixie.” . 

A monograph in the London FI. 
nancial Times cn the history of the 
old Citizens’ Benk of Louisiang, at 
New Orleans, reveals the origin of 
the name “Dixie Land“ —the term 
applied now to all ths Southern 
States and preserved in the famous 
southern war song, “Dixie.” Prier 
to the Civil War the Citizens’ Bank, 
having the power to issue paper 
notes, issued several milifons of 
bills in denominations vf $10 and 
$20, but most $10. The 810 dis 
were engraved in French with the 
French word Dix featured on their 
backs. The bills became krown ¢s 
“Dixies,” and this monev becoming 
popular, Louisiana was referred to 
as the “Land of Dixies,” or “Dixie 
Land.” Eventually the term was so 
broadened as to apply to all the 
Southern States. This seems @ very 
acceptable explanation of the origin

To keep the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Club at the harbor open for the 
benefit of the men of the fleet, to 
open a club for them in the down- 
town section of the city and to pro- 
near the water front reason- 
ably-priced apartment, hotel and 
club accommodations for naval of- 
ficers and their families, two allied 
Plans were inaugurated here yester- 
day by C. A. Lyman and others. 
Measures to prevent the closing of 
the enlisted men's club, in particu- 


lar, will be pressed mediately, as 
action must be had within a few 
days.

real home for the ships and men of 
the Pacific Fleet, and thereby assure 
that the vessels will remain here a 
maximum time and will bring the 
greatest possible benefits in protec- 

tion, money and cordial feeling. 
During the war and the demobdil- 
nat ion period, the Soldiers’ and Sall- 
ors’ Club was operated by a group of 
patriotic women and won a wide 
reputation because of the warmth 
of the hospitality dispensed there. 
These same women stand ready to 
keep the club going, prvided it re- 
celves the necessary financial sup- 


NEEDS HELP NOW. 

This institution was maintained by 
the War Camp Community Service 
until last March 31. Since then it 
has been kept open thruogh the ef- 
The rent is 

vranteed by the San Pedro Cham- 

of Commerce. Actual operat- 
ing expenses are around $300 a 
month. Besides, the club faces a 
deficit of about $1000, guaranteed by 
a smail group of people. Unless the 
community comes to its support, the 
institution must closed. 

A group of 100 Los Angeles peo- 
ple, therefore, has been asked to 
contribute $10 each to a fund of 
$1000 a month. Money up to $1503 
@ month could be economically 
und. But it is figured that the 
$1000 will suffice to open and main- 
tain a clubhouse for the enlisted 


city, to keep the clubhouse in the 
harbor district open, to clear off the 
deficit on that club and to provide 
special entertainments for the men 
of the fleet from time to time. 

The second plan, to provide 
homes and a club for officers and 
their families, calls for an outlay of 
about $150,000 to $200,000, to be 
handled as an investment certain to 
pay a good return. 
There are now at the harbor al- 
most no accommodations for the 
housing of either single or married 
officers, and it ig stated that they 
find rental costs at Long Beach un- 
comfortably high for the normally 
slender navy pocketbook. 
To overcome a condition that ap- 
proaches a hardship for these peo- 
ple, officers and families, during the 
time their ships are in this harbor, 
J. . Danziger, on behalf of the 
Canfield estate, has offered to give, 
in one of the best residence subdi- 
visions at the harbor, as y lots 
as will be needed. On this site it is 
proposed to place buildings contain- 
ing furnished apartments of various 
sizes which can be rented at rea- 
sonable rates to the families of of- 
ficers, to furnish hotel accommoda- 
tions for transient navy folks and 
for single officers, and to provide a 
clubhouse or hospitality headquar- 
ters where officers and their families 
may meet and ente 

Investments — not donations— 
toward this enterprise from patriot- 
fc and publie-spirited citizens are 
asked. The money will be placed 
in a trust fund and a cartificate 
of participation will be issued to 
cover the share of each contributor. 
The trust company will be instruct- 
ed. to lease the buildings under con- 
ditions that will assure the naval 
officers the best possible accommo- 
dations at minimum rates. It is 
stated that the contributors to the 


fund should get an annual “partici- 
pation” of 5 6 per cent on their 
money. 


The Navy will co-operate in car- 
rying out the plans and officers will 
be assigned to superintend the de- 
tails of arrangements 

Need for making life in the Navy 
attractive and for giving the fleet's. 
personnel incentive to remain at 
Los Angeles Harbor as much as 
possible is discussed in a pros- 
pectus of the two plans issued yeer- 
terday. The projects are designed 
to stimulate recruiting, to help 
check the outgo of officers who are 
resigning because of the inadequacy 
of the Navy pay and to create in 
the hearts of all the people of the 
fleet a particularly warm spot for 
Los Angeles. 

The simplert formula for keeping 
the ships of the fleet here and for 
reaping the varied benefits they 
bring, says the prospectus, is this: 
Show the sailors a good time.

learned that the two children had 
taken no action to relieve Mrs.

After hearing the whole case yes- 
terday Justice Richardson ordered 
that Mrs. Gibiser return to her nroth- 
er $430 given by the aged woman to 
he? daughter some months ago, and 
for which Mrs. Gibiser agreed to 
support her mother for the rest of 
her life. The money ig to be re- 
turned in monthly payments begin- 
ning with an initial payment of $130. 

Also the son and daughter are to 
place their mother in the Los An- 
geles County Farm and to pay a sum 
of $30 a month for her support there. 
If they fail to do this they will be 
confined in the City Jail for a period 
of ninety days each.
